be done to wrest control of Con- 
gress from the Republicans in 
the November elections. 

More than 70 party leaders, 
fund-raisers and top contribu- 
tors were on hand for the’ one- 
day meeting, called by Stephen 
A. Mitchell, national party chair- 
man, to discuss campaign strat- 


egy and ways and means of fill- 
ing the Democrats’ nearly-empty 
campaign coffers. 

With congressional campaign 
contributions lagging, the No. 1 
goal of the planning session is 
to speed up collection of a $475,- 
000 war chest to help finance 
the Democratic Senate and 
House campaigns. 


The second objective is to 
scrape up. as much additional 
money as possible to pay oft the 
national committee's deficit and 
enable it to back up the Demv- 
cratic candidates with an in- 
dependent campaign effort of its 
own. 

First Big Joint Meeting. 

Attending the meeting are a 
number of Truman's former 
Cabinet members, Administra- 
tion leaders and friends, and a 
host of Stevenson backers and 
advisers. It was the first major 
joint gathering of the Stevenson 
and Truman forces, and they 
indicated they were ready for 
a united effort to bring victory 
to their party in this autumn’s 
congressional elections. 

Stevenson, the Democrats’ 
1952 presidential nominee, ahd 
Mitchell conferred for 50 min- 
utes this morning with Truman 
at the former President’s home 
in nearby Independence. 

It was the first real meet- 
ing of the two party chieftains 
since the 1952 campaign. They 
had a* private conference at a 
big party rally in Chicago last 
September, but today’s meeting 
involved a much more complete 
discussion of party matters. 

Also participating in the 
morning session at the Truman 
home were Stanley Woodward of 
Washington, national committee 
treasurer and former ambassa- 
dor to Canada; Charles S. Mur- 
phy of Washington, former 
White House counsel, and Tom 
Evans of Kansas City, an old 
friend of the former President. 
‘Good Headway,’ Mitchell Says. 

After the meeting, held on the 
screened baek porch, Mitchell 
reported there had been a “full 
and frank” discussion of party 
matters and that “good headway” 
was made in solving financial 
problems. Truman and Steven- 
son conferred alone part of the 
time, Mitchell added. 

The group posed on the front 
porch for photographers. Tru- 
man wore a gray summer suit, 
Stevenson a blue suit, and both 
were in jovial mood. Truman is 
recovering from a recent opera- 
tion. : 

The former candidate tdld re- 
porters he had “disagreed with 
Truman for the first time.” 

“He told me he'd lost 16 
pounds and intended to stay that 
way. but I'll bet he doesn’t,” 
Stevenson said. At this point 
Truman chuckled and said he 
had “ ed eight pounds al- 
ready.

STEVENSON GET 
SCARE, LIGHTNING 
HTS HS PLANE 


Jokes With Pilot After 
‘Great Flash and Ter- 
rible Noise’ Over 
Montana. 


KANSAS CITY, Mo., Aug. 6' 


(AP)— Adlai Stevenson arrived 
here last night calm but weary 
after his plane was struck by 
lightning yesterday over Mon- 
tana. 


The 1952 Democratic presi- 
dential nominee landed at 10:15 
p.m. after a harrowing trip from 
Great Falls, Mont., where he 
addressed a political gathering. 
He came here for a meeting 
with Democratic leaders. 

All told, Stevenson and his 
secretary, William Blair, spent 
nearly six hours aloft, with 
stops at Billings, Mont., Cas- 
per, Wyo., and Denver. 

His Western Air.Lines Con- 
vair, carrying a crew of three 
and 12 other passengers, ran 
into “really rough” weather 
after leaving. Great Falls air- 
port at 12:30 p.m. yesterday. As 
it flew through heavy rain at 
14,000 feet over Lewistown, 
Mont., lightning struck the left 
propeller shaft. 

“There was a great flash and 
a terrible noise,” Stevenson said 
on landing at Billings, where 
the plane was delayed about two 
hours for repairs. 

“It gave me my first scare 
in more than 30 years of fly- 
ing.” 

The pilot, Capt. Ray Bullock 
of Denver, said the lightning 
struck the propeller, snapped 
the radio antenna atop the 
plane’s cabin, and discharged 
through the tail. 

“It burned a small hole in the 
horizontal stabilizer,” said Bul- 
lock, a veteran of 19 years with 
Western. 

“The plane continued to fly 
normally,” he said in Denver. 

Bullock said he and co-pilot 
Charles Carter of Denver knew 
immediately what had happened, 
“even though we've never before 
been hit by lightning.” They 
called Stewardess Marian Mick- 
elson of Denver to the cabin, in- 
fo her what had happened 

instructed her to tell the 
passengers. 

“They all took it calmly,” Bul- 
ock said. “Mr. Stevenson was 
one of the finest passengers I’ve 
ever had. He joked with us 
about it, and wasn't at all wor- 
ried about failing to make con- 
nections in Denver. He's just 
a swell guy.” 

The former Illinois Governor 
called Bullock “absolutely mag- 
nificent” after landing here, on 
schedule.

EAST GERMANY ACCEPTS 
U.S. OFFER OF FOOD FOR 
DANUBE FLOOD VICTIMS 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 6 (INS) 


m HE White House an- 
T nounced today that the 
Communist-controlled 
government of East Germany 
has accepted President Eisen- 
hower’s offer of food for 
victims of the Danube river 
floods. 

It is the first time any 
government behind the Iron 
Curtain has accepted such 
an offer from this country 
during the cold war. 

President Eisenhower im- 
mediately expressed his 
“gratification” at the move 
by East Germany. The White 
House said food from surplus 
stocks will be sent through 
the League of Red Cross So- 
cieties as soon as arrange- 
ments are made with East 
German officials.

STOCK LOSSES RANGE TO $3; 
CHRYSLER OFF $5.75 SHARE 


NEW YORK, Aug. 6 (UP)— 
The stock market received its 
sharpest jolt in more than two 
months today with declines 
ranging to more than $3 a share. 

e market was unsettled 
when the board of directors of 
Chrysler Corp., after the market 
closed yesterday, cut the divi- 
den to 75 cents per share from 
$1.50 paid in previous quarters. 
The company also reported 
sharply lower earn!ngs. 

Early dealings were active. In 
the first hour alone, the report- 
ing tickers ran late on two oc- 
easions. Late in the session, an- 
other selling drive forced the 
tickers behind with “flash” 
prices appearing on the tape. 
Flash prices are used only when 
the tickers are five minutes 
late! During the last-hour break, 
Chrysler was quoted $58.75, off 
$6.1244 cents.

$4,155,755 Loan and 
$1,334,675 Through 
Capital Grant—Sign- 
ing by City Officials 
Next Step. 


A contract providing federal 
funds for redevelopment of the 
St. Louis plaza district has been 
drawn up by the Housing & 
Home Finance Administration, it 
was announced in Washington 
last night. Signing of the con- 
tract by city officials will be the 
final step in getting the project 
under way. 

Charlies J. Horan, regional 
supervisor of the federal slum 
clearance and urban redevelop- 
ment division, said the contract, 
providing a loan of $4,155,775 
and a contribution of $1,334,675 
through a capital grant, will be 
mailed to the Land Clearance 
for Redevelopment Authority 
late today or Monday. Officials 
of the municipal agency will 
sign it and return it to Wash- 
ington. 

The Land Clearance Author- 
ity can request the first install- 
ment of federal funds after the 
contract is signed, Horan ex- 
plained. The first check from 
Washington, probably for a 
small sum covering final plan- 
ning expenses, would be mailed 
“in a few weeks.”

Case Before Sending 
it on to Tribunal With 
Recommendation. 
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By TOM YARBROUGH

MEXICO, Mo., Aug. 6—The 
state’s ouster case against Sher- 
iff Arthur C. Mosley of St. Louis 
county, and his own defense 


will be handed to the Missouri 
Supreme Court for decision as 
soon as possible,” Special Com- 
missioner William H. Becker said 
today. 

He declined to estimate how 
long it will take him to summar- 
ize the facts and decide on his 
recommendation. 

“The suit was filed a year ago, 
as a consequence of an investi- 
gation touched off by the shoot- 
ing of Chief Deputy Sheriff Wil- 
liam Smith by Deputy Nicholas 
Burke at a sheriff's staff barbe- 
cue at El Avion night club. 

Becker, a Columbia attorney 
who was appointed by the Su- 
preme Court to hear testimony 
and make a finding, listened to 
final arguments of attorneys for 
both sides yesterday in an all- 
day session at the Audrain coun- 
ty court house. After a month 
of hearings at Clayton, he chose 
the courtroom here for the wind- 
up because of its nearness to 
Jefferson City and Columbia— 
and because it is air-conditioned. 


74 Pages of Accusations. 

Two assistants to Attorney 

General John M. Dalton submit- 
ted a 74-page memorandum sum- 
marizing the accusations against 
Mosley, and his three attorneys 
submitted a defense summary 
consisting of 38 pages. Oral ar- 
guments for the state were brief, 
and most of the time was used 
by the defense attorneys, who 
argued that the sheriff should 
be commended rather than con- 
demned. 
There were only a few spec- 
tators, including Mosley and his 
wife and son but not Burke or 
Smith or the other deputies who 
have been leading figures in_ the | 
case. re 

The sheriff's attorneys blamed 
part of Mosley’s difficulties on 
the fact that St. Louis and the 
county have separate govern- 
ments and different law en- 
forcement agencies, and argued 
that his facilities were imade- 
quate to keep up with the /coun- 
ty’s rapid growth. 

The state argument was pre- 
sented by Robert R. Welborn 
and Fred’L. Howard. The three 
| who spoke for the defense are 
Walter Wehrle, Herbert Zier- 
cher and Hyman G. Stein of St. 
Louis. 


Particular Charges. 

In reviewihg the testimony 
both sides devoted most atten- 
tion to the night club shooting, 
the theft of a $50,000 truckload 
of whisky, reward money paid 
for recovery of the whisky, so- 
called “carnival gambling,” 
charges of widespread violation 
of liquor laws, and a midwife’s 
assertion that she paid a deputy 
sheriff to avoid prosecution for 
an abortion, 

The state argued that Mosley 
should be removed from office 
because he did not arrest Burke 
at the time of the shooting, did

nothing about the whisky theft 
for three days, solicited a re- 
ward for himself after delaying 
payment of one volunteered for 
two deputies, condoned games of 
chance for charity and was lax 
in enforcing liquor laws.

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A PAGE IN HISTORY 
OFFICIALLY IGNORED 


40th Anniversary of World 
War I Passes With 
Little Attention. 


_— 


LONDON, Aug. 6 (AP) — A 
page in the history books flipped 
over this week in Europe. 

Just 40 years ago — in the 


words of a British foreign min- 
ister — “the lamps are going 
out all over Europe.” 

The anniversary of what be- 
came known then as “the great 
war” was officially ignored. Most 
people semed to have forgotten. 

But in the English country- 
side an old man remembered. 
Winston Churchill has said over 
and over again a lasting world 
peace is the last prize he seeks 
to win. He is still trying. 
Churchill at 79 is the only top- 
liner — governmental or mili- 
tary — of those fateful August 
days of 1914 still in powér. Few 
others are even still alive. 

Forty years ago, as the 39- 
year-old First Lord of the Ad- 
miralty, Churchill won praise for 
having the Royal Navy already 
at battle stations when Britain 
went to war with Germany. 

The anniversary of the out- 
break of World War I caught at- 
tention only in a few reminis- 
censes—and warnings—in the 
newspapers. Europeans’ atten- 
tion was-devoted more to the un- 
easy peace in the world today, 
and focused on Asia. | 

The London Evening News, in | 
a commemorative editorial, said: | 

“The forces then mobilized in| 
Europe have never properly | 
stood down. The threat has been | 
ee through 40 years of lost 
ideals and bitter disillusionment. | 

Germany found itself a di- 
vided nation in a divided world. 
Among the West Germans. the 
anniversary passed unnoticed. 
The East Germans, under Soviet 
domain, made no mention of it 
either. 

France, torn today by sus- 
picion of a rearmed Germany 
and fear of Communist aggres- 
sion, was more concerned about 
straightening out colonial af- 
fairs in Indochina, Tunisia and 
Morocco than anniversaries. 

Moscow radio temembered. 

For the men now in the Krem- 
lin, where the Russian czars 
once were crowned, August ‘1914 
was the forerunner of the revo- 
lutionist conversion of all the 
Russias and more to Commu- 
nism. Moscow radio used the 
anniversary to assail the Ameri- 
cans, who did not get into World 
War I until 1917, and accused 
them of forgetting “the lessons” 
of World War I.

Avery Brundage, head of +he International 
Olympic Committee, has returned from Russia 
with a warning that American athletes will have 
to work hard to keep up with the Russians.

ERY important political consequences will flow from the 
congressional elections now nearly upon us. 

The decision ‘confronting the individual voter will be 
whether to retain or change his Congressman or his Senator. 
The effect of these decisions, involving the entirety of the House 
and 34 Senate seats, cin radically change the political line-up 


and the political climate. 


The questions which will be 
answered in the election cam- 
paign now getting under way 
across the country will be: 

Whether Republican control of 
Congress, which has been nomi- 
nal from the start, is to be 
strengthened or is to vanish at 
the end of two short years. 

Whether President Eisenhow- 
er’s control of his own party, 
which Pgs — fully accepted 
him, is be strengthened er 
mene a 

Whether the country is going 
to manifest a political trend cal- 
culated to change Administra- 
tions in 1956. Only once in mod- 
ern political history has a party 
lost (as in 1946) both Houses of 
Congress in the mid-term vot- 
ing and won the presidency two 
years later. 

These are the national deci- 
sions which will stem from the 
upcoming elections and it is ob- 
vious that the stakes are ex- 
ceedingly high. 

Possible Results. 


One measure of the signifi- 
cance of this congressional elec- 
tion is the range of different 
results which are possible. Here 
are several—and you may think 
of others: 

1. A decisive Republican ma- 
jority in both Houses of Con- 
gress which would give Presi- 
dent Eisenhower real operating 
control of his party. 

2. A decisive Republican ma- 
jority in both Houses which 
would have the effect of in- 
creasing anti-Eisenhower influ- 
ence in. Congress and which 
would further dilute the Presi- 
dent’s leadership of his party. 

3. A Democratic congressional 
majority which would be co- 
operative with President Eisen- 
hower and responsive to most 
of his legislative program. 

4. A Democratic congressional 
majority which would prove to 
be un-coperative with the Presi- 
dent and hostile to his program. 

5. A divided Congress with 
the Democrats winning a major- 
ity in the House and the Repub- 
licans holding the Senate. 

6. A continuation of the pres- 
ent narrow Republican control 
of both Houses wherein a coali- 
tion of Republican and Demo- 
cratic votes is essential for the 
passage of nearly every impor- 


. tant piece of legislation. 


The fall elections can produce 
any one of these kinds of Con- 


seats in both Houses 


—_. It is premature for any 

irm forecasting and the only 
guess I would venture is that 
the present thin-edged Republi- 
can control will not remain, that 
the Republicans will either gain 
or lose to 
the Democrats. 

At the present time Demo- 
cratic and Republican candidates 
alike recognize Mr. Eisenhower's 
personal popularity with the 
voters. It has dropped some but 
not a great deal. The Republi- 
cans want to capitalize on it and 
the Democrats do not want to 
trip over it. 

This is why a favorite off- 
stage Democratic theme is that 
a Democratic majority in Con- 
gress would be “good” for Presi- 
dent Eisenhower. That, of 
course, is “campaign oratory” in 
the cute partisan tradition. I 
don’t recall these Democrats 
ever arguing that a Republican 
majority in Congress would be 
“good” for a Democratic presi- 
dent. As one Washington cor- 
respondent has remarked, it is 
about as good for a President 
to lose party control of Con- 
gress as it is for a baseball team 
to lose the first three games 
of the world series. 

President’s Two Stakes. 

But the fact still remains that 
any Republican majority in Con- 
gress, particularly in the Sen- 
ate, does not guarantee that Mr. 
Eisenhower will Mave a party) 
majority responsive to his phi- 
losophy and to his leadership. 
From the President's stand- 
point there are two stakes in 
this election— Republican con- 
trol of Congress and Eisen- 
hower control of the Republican 
party. 

Two years ago the majority 
of Republican members of 
Congress opposed Gen. Eisen- 
hower’s nomination. While they 
were outnumbered at the Chi- 
cago convention, they still out- 
number the President’s solid 
supporters in the Senate. If 
their number is increased this 


fall, the President's influence in | 


his party will be weaker than 
it now is. 

Obviously the President wants 
a decisive Republican majorit 
in Congress and he hopes it will 
turn out te be a pro-Eisenhower 
Republican majority. He is con- 
vinced that any Republican 
majority is more likely to be 
pro-Eisenhower than any Demo- 
cratic majority.

But he said a new section 
requires the Atomic Energy 
Commission to give preference 
in granting private nuclear li- 
censes to concerns agreeing to 
share their patents. for five 
years. The AEC is given per- 
mission to apply the same con- 
dition for research licenses. 

Senator Hickenlooper (Rep.), 
Iowa, Senate manager for the 
bill, said the compromise re- 
moves any possibility that pat- 
ent-sharing rules might be de- 
clared unconstitutional. Oppo- 
nents of the Senate’s compul- 
sory sharing plan have said that 
it was likely to be thrown out 
by the courts with confusion as 
the result. 

At the same time, Hicken- 
looper said, the compromise 
would help prevent what some 
Senators said could become a 
private atomic monopoly through 
patents. 

The measure also provides 
that a court could require the 
sharing of a patent found to be 
used as the basis for monopoly 
practices.

Record Increase of $3,-) 
600,000 After Taxes | 
Reported for First < 
Half of 1954. 
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Net profits after taxes of mem- | 
ber banks in the Eighth Federal | 
Reserve District in the first half! 
of 1954 totaled a record $21,500.- 
000, the Federal Reserve Bank 
of St. Louis announced today in 
its current Monthly Keview. 

The figure is $3.600,000 higher | 
than the record half-year total 
established in the first six months | 
of 1953, the bank said on the 
basis of preliminary reports. | 

Total operating earnings of | 
district member banks were es- | 
timated at $85.300,000 in the. 
first half of this year, as com-' 
pared with $81,800,000 in the’ 
same period last year. The in-| 
crease was attributed to growth | 
in earning assets, reflecting an | 
expansion in bank resources and | 
somewhat lower reserve require- 
ments, the bank said. 

While the 4 per cent rise in | 
earnings from the first half of | 
1953 to the first half of 1954 | 
was more than offset by a 9 per | 
cent increase in operating ex- | 
penses to more than $50,000,000, | 
the member banks realized a. 
rise in net profits through re- | 
coveries on loans and profits on | 
security sales. 

A new’ half-year record for 
dividend payments also was es- 
tablished as stockholders re- 
ceived $6.800,000, or $200,000 
more than the previous peak 
period in the last half of 1953, | 
it was noted. At the same time, | 
member banks enlarged their

Another article in the Month- | 
ly Review recalls the banking | 
history of St. Louis as a central | 
reserve city from 1887 to 1922. 

There was a rapid growth of | 
St. Louis banks when the city | 
took prompt advantage of Con- | 
gress’s provision for more re-| 
serve and central reserve cities | 
and acquired central reserve | 
status in 1887, the article re- 
lates. 

However, after the establish- | 
ment of the Federal Reserve | 
System in 1914, St. Louis bank- | 
ers saw no reason to mafhntain | 
their central reserve city status | 
and in 1919 requested declassi- | 
fication. This was granted in | 
1922, when St. Louis beéame a 
reserve city in lieu of a central | 
reserve city. 

“As holders of a portion of 
the ultimate reserves of the | 
banking system,” the article | 
concludes, “St. Louis banks | 
doubtless experienced a growth | 
which they would not have had | 
as a reserve city. The capital 
resources thus attracted may!

HE old Sioux, in the days when they ruled 
. the Great Plains, had a festival that com- 
bined in theme several of the white man’s 
holidays. 

It was called “the 
sun dance, and to the 
Indians it was Christ- 
mas, Easter, Thanks- 
giving, and a family 
reunion all wrapped 
in one, 

In those times the 
wandering Sioux 
bossed the land and 
chased the buffalo 
from Kansas to Can- 
ada, from the Mis- 
sissippi river to the 
Rocky mountains. 

But once a year 
the roving tribesmen 
came together and

tion by the sun dance, a ceremonial that sym- 
bolized their unity and. common feith in the 
great spirit. 

The -Government,.in an effort to destroy a

This year three young braves volunteered for 
the ordeal. Two were veterans who had pledged 
themselves to perform a sun dancesin gratitude 
for their safe return from Korea.

Cunning Old Scoundrel 
I: “HOBSON'S CHOICE,” opening at the SHADY OAK 


and RICHMOND THEATERS tonight, British director- 
producer-writer David Lean has fashioned a rich comedy 


which is Dickensian in the ripeness and color of its char- 


acters, has the gusto of Arnold Bennett in 
illuminating drab canvasses, and ‘even has 
some of the gentle but shrewd sentiment 
of James M. Barrie. It is, moreover, a field 
day for character acting for Charles 
Laughton, John Milis and Brenda de 
Banzie. 

Taken from a play that has been a 
stock-company classic in England for many years, this 
recounts the feud between a tyrannical Lancashire boot- 
shop keeper and his eldest daughter, who marries his best 
bootmaker and sets up a rival shop. : 


Mr. Laughton has often been accused of hamming, 
and justly so, but here his grandiose style has found its 
niche. A fat, cunning, selfish, pompous old devil, his papa 
makes his three daughters wait on him hand and foot 
and run his business while he soaks up porter with his 
cronies at the Moonrakers’ Inn, until he laughs at the idea 
of the eldest ever getting married at the age of 30 and 
angers her to rebellion. He fumes, frets, puffs, blinks, de- 
livers fulsome tirades, insults his friends, gets drunk and 
falls into a cellar full of grain, and, even when trapped 
into giving two of his younger daughters dowries for their 
marriages and allowing the other daughter’s husband to 
take over half his business, he goes down spouting bombast 
and self-dramatization. It is opulent, full-blooded acting 
at its best. 


As the humble, mousy bootmaker who comes from his 
cellar workshop to find the oldest daughter has a practical 
eye on him and his genius for working leather, John Mills 
also delivers an extraordinarily apt performance. His amaze- 
ment at being ordered about, his meek confusion as he is 
pushed summarily into marriage, and his gradual emerg- 
ence as a prosperous tradesman with a will of his own 
are all sketched with meticulous artistry. So is Miss de 
Banzie’s performance as the oldest daughter, dry, deter- 
mined, and spunky, yet with an underlying tenderness as 
she inflates her husband on the one hand and deflates her 
windbag of a parent on the other. 


Last Days of Jerry Lewis 


The Broadway musical comedy by Ben Hecht, “Hazel 
Flagg;” which in turn derived from Hecht’s screenplay, the 
1937 “Nothing Sacred,” which starred Carole Lombard, has 
turned up as a vehicle for Dean Martin and Jerry Lewis, 
now called, “LIVING IT UP,” and show- 
ing at the FOX. ; 

It has all the flamboyance, robustness 
and hectic hilarity implied in the title. 
Although Hecht’s original bitter and sar- 
donic humor on .the 1 heart and

treated rather as broad farce, it still provides a first-class 
outlet for the pent-up energies of Martin and Lewis and 
is one of their funniest and liveliest pieces.

Rules for Watering

ULES for watering are laid down by experts. The ex- 
R vers say too little watering is worse than no watering 

at all. They say the ground should be soaked to a depth 
of one to two inches. 


Experts give directions. They probably do no watering 
themselves. They do not realize how long it takes to soak 
the ground to a depth of from one to two inches. It does 
not occur to them that persons drafted to do the watering 
have more important things to do. 


It is nothing to them that watering is a bore, except 
when the hose is used to shoot at bees or to make rainbows, 
which have no effect on soaking the ground. 

They are indifferent to the fact that, after a reasonable 
time, the person who has been doing the watering will con- 
sider the job finished, and that when it is finished it will 
be examined by an expert who will exclaim, “That isn’t 
wet enough. Water some more.” 


The experts disregard the fact that if the ground is 
soaked to a depth of from one to two inches it will take so 
jong that there will be no time for relaxation. Thus a 
person who waters will fall behind on the news and the 
results of vital baseball games. 


They give little thought to the fact that, in laying down 
their rules on proper watering they are breeding a genera- 
tion of enemies of the soil and the great outdoors. 

How much happier life would be if the experts would 
Jay down the rule that there can be such a thing as too much 
watering, and direct that it be done on rare occasions with 
@ sparing hand. .

They all seemed 
to feel a guy shouldn't join 
the Air Force just to peel po- 
tatoes.” 

Nationwide has agreed to pre- 
pare and serve meals at Vance’s 
three military messes on an 11- 
month experimental basis. Their 
civilian é¢mployes, mostly local- 
ly-recruited, even pick up the 
dishes from the table and swab 
down afterward, eliminating the 
need of kitchen duty for all air- 
men except mess sergeants 
working at their specialty. 

Feeding people on a big scale 
is nothing new for Nationwide, 
which has operations extending 
to 26 states and Canada. Ebbers

PRANKSTER at the Palm 
Springs (Calif. airport 
painted the words, “Zaddie’s 
Rockin’ Chair” on the nose of 
Zaddie Bunker's red and white 
Ercoupe, but the airborne rock- 


- er is about as close to the parlor 


variety as the slender, gray- 
haired great-grandmother plans 
to get. The two real rocking 
chairs in her home are strictly 


for shew. After all, Zaddie won't - 


celebrate her sixty-seventh birth- 
day until Aug. 16, and at this 
point has no intention of retir- 
nom gy the crochet-and-shaw] cir- 
cuit. 

Zaddie and her flying rocking 
chair zoomed into St. Louis this 
week in the course of a cross- 
country-and-back solo flight. Be- 
lieved to be the oldest woman 
student pilot ever licensed in 
the United States, .and the only 
great-grandmother with a pri- 
vate pilot’s license, she is on 
her way back to Palm Springs 
from Asheville, N.C., where she 
attended the international con- 
vention of the Ninety-Nines, an 
organization of women pilots. 
She stopped in St. Louis to take 
a good look at her native Mis- 
souri which she left 44 years 
ago as a young bride, and is a 
guest in the home of old friends, 
Mr. and Mrs. Samuel L. Culler, 
6246 Northwood avenue. 

“Those words on the plane are 
a joke,” she laughed. “I didn’t 
even’ know they were there. 
When I asked the boy why he’d 
painted them, he said, ‘Why, 
don’t you remember? You said 
two years ago you planned to 
retire and let old age catch up 
with you.’ You know I had com- 
pletely forgotten that.”

RS. BUNKER had made her 
Meas prediction in one of her 
rare moments of weariness. 
It was also before she had taken 
her first flying lesson. After 
that, not even a “conspiracy” by 
family and townspeople could 
keep her grounded. 
“That was really what it was, 
a conspiracy,” she laughed. “I 
decided to learn to fly when I 
was 63 after an instructor told 
me I wasn’t too old to get a 
license, But he wouldn't let me 
solo, That made me sick and I 
was pretty discouraged until my 
son-in-law told me there was a 
conspiracy to keep me from get- 
ting my license.

Even though Zaddie didn’t ap- 
preciate the civie “conspiracy,” 
she couldn't help but be pleased 
that the folks in Palm Springs 
worried about her. She's prac- 
tically the town’s leading citizen, 
having arrived there more than 
four decades ago to watch it 
grow from a community of 25 to 
a sophisticated resort of 7500 
with thousands of tourists each 
year. 

She had met and married her 


husband, C. E. Bunker, near St. . 


James, Mo., where she grew up 
on a farm. Shortly after their

marriage, they moved back to 
California, his former home, and 
decided to settle in Palm 
Springs. 

“That was before World War 
I and the automobile age was 
just beginning, so we decided to 
open a garage,” she relates. “We 
didn’t have a building, but we 
set up shop under a pepper tfee 
and started to repair cars. We 
selected that site at Palm 
Springs because it was half-way 
between two other large towns 
and we knew all the cars would 
be breaking down on the 
highway.” 

They were right. The new- 
fangled horseless carriages 
would huff and puff their way 
into the Bunkers’ outdoor repair 
center and Zaddie would help 
her husband start them on their 
way again. They didn’t know 
much about cars, so they sent 
for an engineering course by 
mail, studied it together, and 
went into partnership. 

“We had the first automobile 
in Palm Springs, an old Buick 
touring car with two pedals, one 
to make it go and the other to 
make it stop,” she says. “We 
also had the first automobile for 
hire and I used to take the tour- 
ists up into the canyon. About 
that time, they passed a law re- 
quiring chauffeur’s licenses for 
those with cars for hire, so I 
got one of the first issued in 
California. All I had to do was 
send $2 to Sacramento. Guess 
they didn’t care whether we ran 
the tourists off into the canyon, 
just so we were paid up. 

“In those days, we lived in a 
tent house, with the foundation

of concrete and the walls built 
just part way up and a canvas 
roof. We had no electricity, no 
water, no refrigeration, but it 
was a good life anyway. My little 
girl was just a baby so I bought 
a goat to make sure she would 
have plenty of milk. Since we 
didn’t have an ice box to keep 
the milk cold, I'd just wait to 
milk the goat until the baby was 
hungry. 

“The famous Desert Inn was 
then just a five-room cottage 
with five tent houses for guests.
